The Wood Lake herd of Holstein 
Friesians is one of the largest pure 
bred herds in the state. Here some of 
the best show animais and producers 
in the state have been owned and died, 
among them the noted bull Kaan 
Jewel of Woodlak , No. 28725, seven 
times a champion and winner of sweep 
stakes at the National Dairy Show. 
The bull at the head of the breeding 
herd is Sir Korndyke Heng»rveld De 
Kol. Mr. Irwin showed the writer 
some twenty-five daughters of the farm 
by this bull. And they show great 
uniformity of type. There is no 
greater test of a buli’s ability tha» 
the merit of his offspring and these 
heifers give promise of high produc- 
tion. While Sir Korndyke is not 
large himself, due to the fact that he 
was stunted before he was a year old, 
he breeds large and his daughters all 
seem to have excellent constitutions. 
He is a bull of great quality, clean 
eut about the head and excellent over 
the wither, 


The first cow shown was Gracia De 
Kol Ormsby, No. 28058, with an of- 
ficial record of 27.82 pounds of butter 
in 7 days. This was a very typical 
Holstein-Friesian cow; color a little 
more dark than white, and, while she 
is .ct as heavily veined as she might 
be, she has large milk wells and a 
wonderful udder extending well for- 
ward and high up behind. Her teats 
are wel. placed and of convenient 
size. This cow has a great deep body 
and is a dairy cow through and through, 
having well laid in shoulders and a 
prominent wither with a straight top 
line carried out well to the setting on 
of the tail. While this cow freshened 
in March she is giving about 50 
pounds of milk a day ~ow. 


Johanna Bonheur 3d was the next 
cow brought out. She was also a 
cow of great quality, being out of 
the beautiful cow Johanna Bouheur, 
whose yearly record is 20,522 pounds 
of milk and 714.5 pouns of butter. 
Her sire was a full brother to Alta 
Poseh, at one time holder of a warld’s 
record in her elass. Johanna Bon- 
heur 3d is a cow with a beautiful 
top line with rump well carried out 
to the setting on of the tail. She has 
a beautiful neck nicely chiseled out 
and is exceptionally good over the 
shoulders. She is a cow more open 
in conformation than Gracia DeKol 
Ormsby, with a cleaner cut head, but 
hrs not as perfect an udder. She has 
a record of 18 pounds of butter in 7 
days, which is by no means a mark of 
her ability to produce. 

Almeda Luecke 3d _ is a very milky 
looking cow and was_ sired by the 
noted bull DeKol Burke, who has 46 
A. R. O. daughters and 15 sons. She 


is a sister to Winana Pietertje DeKol, 


record 24.89 pounds buter in a week. 


While speaking of the noted bull 
DeKol Burke it will be of interest to 
Holstein Friesian men over the state 
to know that Mr. Irwin has 18 daugh- 
ters of this valuable sire. DeKol 
Burke was the first bull to have two 
30-pound daughters. 


Mr. Irwin showed a very nice ma 
ture bull, but did not give his name, 
beautiful in color with a fine top line. 
He was somewhat heavier in the 


shoulders than we like tc see, but a 
very useful animal in building up a 
herd. The next animal shown was a 
6 months old bull calf. We did not 
get his name but he is about as near 
perefct as will be found after travel- 
ing many miles. The calf will be 
sen at the state fair this year and 
is more black than white in color. 
The striking thing about him is his 
typical dairy form. He is deep in 
body, giving him most excellent ¢a- 
pacity, with an ieal back and wither. 
His neck is long and clean cut and 
he is very roomy in the twist. There 
is one thing sure, if he continues to 
develop it will take a good calf to 
beat him wherever he is shown. 

Space will hardly p rmit us to dis- 
euss each animal and the names of 
all the stock were not given us but 
a white heifer calf was let out for 
us to examine that was truly very 
beautiful. She was ideal in eolor, be- 
ing more white than black with a 
very straight back and high rump. 
She was well filled in the crops and 
medium good over the wither for a 
ealf in high condition. 

Amon other animals seen was 
Esther Piebe DeKol, the dame of the 
Minnesota champion. She is a won- 
derful old matron and would still be 
a great show cow but for an accident 
which ruined the rear part of her ud- 
der. Kaan Marie Mechthilde was 
also seen and she is truly a great cow. 
She is very typy and large, with a fine 
herd and neck and a prominent back 
bone extending high through the loin. 
She has had a superb udder in her day. 

A few other good cows shown were 
Easle Groten 5th, June Denver, a sis- 
ter of Fields’ cows Ready Change and 
April Denver, Pietertjo Maid Ormsby,

ord 26.35, Pietertje Hengerveld Maid 
of Grouw, 3-year-old reeord 21.75, 
Grace P. M. DeKol, record 100 pounds 
milk a day, Minitt Inka record 20 
pounds of butter in 7 days, Easle Gro- 
ten 6th, the white cow shown at Min- 
nesot» State Fair last year and many 
other good ones. 

Among the sires shown was Sir 
Fayne Concordia, a “ull brother to 
Grace Fayne’ 2d’s Homestead, the 
world’s seven day record cow. In all 
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Mr. Irwin has over 85 females and 
the Ormsbys taken as a whole are a 
very uniform lot. This herd is well 
worth going some distance to see and 
those interested in dairy stock who 


attend the state fair should not neglect

This 
is all wrong and we commend the 
stand taken by the Texas Agricul- 
tural College in this matter. 
Regarding these rules President R. 


T. Milner says in part, as follows: 


“We do not seek in these new rules 
to deprive the students of any pleas- 
ure or diversion compatible with the 
most efficient work in the college; 
but we do desire to check the grow- 
ing tendency to increase the expense 
and to maintain a state of affairs 
Which will enable the boy of moder- 
ate means to attend this school with- 
out embarrassment. In these days 
of individual extravagance and na- 
tional profligacy it is our desire that 
our State institutions offer the high- 
est ideals in the establishment of 
character and the training of boys 
for the highest sphere of usefulness. 
We hope to be able to impress upon 
the students the fact that mind and 
character are the standard of a man. 
and that all influences here are in- 
tended to foster that doctrine.” 


If such a stand had been taken 
in the early history of Cornell, we 
are constrained to believe that it 
would have resulted in lasting good 
to the University and to the com- 
munity at large.

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HOLSTEIN-FRIESIANS AT THE 
IOWA STATE FAIR. 





The 56th annual Iowa State Fair 
was like the other 55 in that it was 
just a little better than the one pre- 
ceding. The board of managers make 
it their especial duty to seek some 
means whereby the fair can be made 
a little better each year. One of the 
features that was especially appreci- 
ated by all visitors was the sprink- 
ling of the walks and drives with oil. 
This effectually laid the dust ana at 
the same time prevented in a large 
measure the mud that would have 
been exceedingly disagreeable had it 


not been for such treatment. This 
‘s only one of the innovations that 
have been made but it is an extreme- 
ly important one from the standpoint 
of both sanitation and comfort. An- 
other change that would add materi- 
ally to the pleasure of the visitors is 
a careful reorganization of the facil- 
ities for feeding the people. Much 
was accomplished this year through 
the efforts of the State Dairy Com- 
missioner but at best all that he can 
do in one year is a mere drop in the 
bucket. The conditions and conve- 
niences as they exist now are a men- 
ace to public health and they did 
more than a little to keep the staff 
at the emergency hospital busy. An- 
other thing that merits particular 
attention is a more strenuous cam- 
paign in behalf of dairy cattle ex- 
hibits. When the 57th fair is held 
there should be from 400 to 600 head 
of dairy cattle exhibited and the best 
cattle barns on the ground should be 
devoted to housing these exhibits. 
There are several buildings used for 
this purpose at the present time that 
should give place to new, modern 
and sanitary structures. The dairy 
stocks exhibits were better in some 
ways than ever before but there is 
still room for larger classes and keen- 
er competition. 
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The Holstein-Friesian classes were 


represented by Dr. Thos. Young 
Kayne of Cedar Falls, and Frank 
White & Son of Hampton. Mr. White 
has had 2 long experience in the 
show ring and he brought out some 
animals of wonderful merit. Especial 
attention is called to his cow, Bos 
Princess. She is one of the most 


remarkable nidividuals that has ever 
been: led into the show ring either in 
Des Moines or at any other state fair. 
Dr. Kayne showed an entire herd tor 
the first time this year. He has taken 
single entries to some of the leading 
fairs heretofore but this year he came

INTERNATIONAL TUBER- 
CULOSIS CONGRESS. 


Official announcement of the Sev- 
enth International Congress on Tu- 
berculosis was made today from the 
American headquarters by the Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. The 
Congress will be held in Rome in 
1911 from September 24th to 30th. 
This gathering, which meets every 
three and was last held in 
Washington, D. C., in 1908, will be 
under the direct patronage of the 
King and Queen of Italy. The Secre- 
tary-General is Professor Vittorio 
Ascoli, and the President Professor 
Guido Baccelli. 

It is expected that an American 
Committee of One Hundred will be 
appointed as the official body repre- 
senting the United States. Estimat- 
ing on the present rate of increase, 
the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
announces that the Amercan Commit- 
tee will be able to give a most flatter- 
ing report at the Congress. They will 
be able to announce that the number 
of tuberculosis agencies in this coun- 
try has tripled in the three years 
since the last International Congress, 
and that more than twice as much 
money is being spent in the fight 
against consumption by private socie- 
ties and institutions, and also that 
work by federal, state, municipal, and 
county authorities have quadrupled. 

The Congress at Rome will be in 
three sections, that on etiology and 
causes of tuberculosis; on pathology 
and therapeutics, both medical and 
surgical; and on the social defence 
against tuberculosis. The names of 
the presidents of these sections will 
be announced in the near future.
